There 
is no antecedent basis for "one of packets". Further, line 9 states, "said received part of the packet". There is confusion as to which 
packet "the packet" is referring to. Line 1 of claim 1 discloses an initial packet and line 9 also discloses a packet of "said packets". While 
these are two examples of the problems in the application, applicant is advised that other claims suffer from similar 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph problems. These problems therefore, do not place the application in condition for allowance. 
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
